The population of Texas, according to the 
returns of the Census of 1 858, amounts to 
457,020. Of this number 138,2f>5 are slaves 
and 250 free persons of color. Of the whites 
(17,350 arc voters. It is estimated that at least 
40,000 immigrant? have since the closing of the 
rolls settled in the State. In 1850 the popu- 
lation was only 212,492, and hence for the eight 
years the increase is shown sit 245,128 or 115.3 
per centum.
